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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) the 35 USC 103 rejection is maintained for 
reasons of record in the Office Action mailed 10/23/03; b) the declaration filed with the after final request for reconsideration is not 
persuasive. It is respectfully pointed out that the graphs provided in the instant declaration do not provide a showing that the instant 
compositions have an unexpected "breaking point" as compared to the prior art compositions. It is respectfully pointed out that Applicant 
declaration states that a shear stress of 100Pa to 1000Pa is the amount of pressure commonly utilized to apply a composition to the skin. 
However, the graphs provided by Applicant of Applicant's present invention show a breaking point only at 375Pa and fall to show results 
above 400Pa. Additionally, the graphs show that at shear stress's of 100, 200, 300 and 400Pa, no breaking point occurs. Thus, the 
instant declaration and arguments are not persuasive..
